The three politicians respon¬ 
sible for public investment in 
the Nova Centre development 
— Defence Minister Peter 


MacKay, Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter and Mayor Peter Kelly — 
all received standing ovations 
at Joe Ramia’s announcement. 

“This is going to really re¬ 
vitalize the city, and I believe 
there is much to celebrate,” 
said MacKay. 


“We must all continue to 
work to take the ‘no’ out of 
Nova Scotia.” 

Dexter told the crowd 
downtown Halifax isn’t reach¬ 
ing its potential. 

“It can be better. It can 
be more populous, more 


dynamic, more active,” he 
said. “Halifax is the capital of 
Atlantic Canada, and I want to 
keep it that way.” 

“Everyone who calls Hali¬ 
fax home has a stake in this 
project,” Kelly also said.

Joe Ramia ended weeks of 
speculation Thursday, announ¬ 
cing his $500 million Nova Cen¬ 
tre project will go ahead. 

Ramia broke the news to a 
room full of Halifax’s political 
and business elite at Neptune 
Theatre. 

“It took a long, long time to 
get here,” Ramia said, drawing 
chuckles from the crowd. 

“It took a whole lot of pa¬ 
tience and perseverance from 
everyone, including our part¬ 
ners and tenants, for us to be 
standing here today.” 

As to the Nova Centre’s ten¬ 
ants, Ramia is remaining silent. 
He refused to comment on how 
many tenants he has secured 
for the one-million-square-foot 
mixed-use development bor¬ 
dered by Argyle, Sackville, Mar¬ 
ket and Prince streets. 

But Ramia did say he ex¬ 
pected to be well over 70 per 
cent occupancy — the “con¬ 
servative” baseline estimate 
used by HRM — by the time 
the facility opens in early 2016.

that we have, when they would 
like to make them,” Ramia told 
reporters after the announce¬ 
ment. 

“We have agreements in 
place, yes.... I believe we’ll be 
higher than (70 per cent occu¬ 
pancy) by the time we open.” 

Excavation work on the 
prime downtown lot is ex¬ 
pected to begin by Aug. 30. The 
development — including the 
convention centre, a hotel, an 
office tower and a financial cen¬ 
tre — is scheduled to be “sub¬ 
stantially complete” by Dec. 31, 
2015. 

It is only after that date that 
public money — specifically, 
$51.4 million from the federal 
government — will flow to 
Ramia. The balance of the mu¬ 
nicipal and provincial capital 
contributions will be amortized 
over the 25-year lease of the 
289,000-square-foot convention 
centre. 

The final agreement be¬ 
tween Ramia’s Argyle Develop¬ 
ments Inc. and the provincial 
government has yet to be 
inked. That document is ex¬ 
pected to be finalized by August 
and signed in November.

Developers for the home of 
the new downtown Halifax 
convention centre are asking 
for feedback from the public 
before drawing up any designs. 

Eleven public consultations 
will take place across the prov¬ 
ince asking Nova Scotians what 
they want from Joe Ramia’s 
$500-million Nova Centre and 
how they want it to look.

“The engagements we’re 
doing around the province 
are really about the social and 
economic benefits that rural 
communities can gain from 
a development like this right 
downtown,” said Tim Merry, 
who is leading the consulta¬ 
tion team for the Nova Centre. 

Though many of the con¬ 
sultations will occur in Halifax, 
sessions at the end of August 
will take place in Sydney, New 
Glasgow and Truro. Two more 
sessions will be held in Wolf- 
ville and Lunenberg in Septem¬ 


ber. A large part of the sessions 
will focus on the aesthetics of 
the building. 

“How is it going to look? 
How is it going to be iconic to 
Nova Scotia? Based on those 
sessions we’re going to come 
back with some drawings 
probably in October,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Merry, who oversaw public 
consultations on Halifax’s new 
central library, said a session in 
the fall will focus on what the 
public would like to see hap¬ 
pen with the centre’s public 


space and what kind of activ¬ 
ities they hope it will host. 

The forum is also going 
online. A website dedicated to 
public engagement on the cen¬ 
tre will post points raised dur¬ 
ing the discussions and stream 
the sessions live. 

There will also be a chat 
room open for additional com¬ 
ments. 

The first session will be in 
Halifax on July 23, although no 
venue has been determined.

A fourth person charged in the 
killing of Corey Duane Lucas 
appeared in Halifax provincial 
court on Thursday. 

Jason Matthew Halsey, 27, 
was arrested on Wednesday 
morning at a Clifton Street resi¬ 
dence and is charged with first- 
degree murder and attempted 
murder. 

Halifax Regional Police say 
they believe Halsey will be the 
final person facing charges in 
the case. 

“At this point, based on our 
investigation and information 
to date, we aren’t expecting 
any other arrests,” said spokes¬ 
man Const. Brian Palmeter. 
“We believe we have certainly 
the two main involved people.” 

Halsey has been remanded 
to the Central Nova Correc¬ 
tional Facility in Burnside until 
his next court appearance on 
Aug. 23. 

Dylan Peter Roach, a 20-year- 
old arrested last month, is also 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der and attempted murder. 

Simon Peter Dugas, 27, was 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der and attempted murder at 
the beginning of the week, but 
those charges were withdrawn 
on Wednesday. He is now 
charged with accessory after

also been charged with acces¬ 
sory after the fact, and posses¬ 
sion for the purposes of traf¬ 
ficking. 

Lucas, 36, was gunned 
down in an apartment at 2711 
Clifton St. on May 25. Another 
31-year-old man was shot, but 
survived. He was later released 
from hospital. 

Police believe the shoot¬ 
ing was drug-related, but have 
declined to give more specif¬ 
ics about the incident. Gang 
involvement is not suspected.

London’s loss may 
be Halifax's gain

Hundreds of Air Canada Jazz 
jobs will fly out of London 
next summer as parent com¬ 
pany Chorus Aviation Inc. 
merges its London operations 
with the head office in Hali¬ 
fax. 

The company sent an inter¬ 
nal memo about the decision 
to 158 maintenance-depart¬ 
ment employees and 40 man¬ 
agers at the London airport on

Many will be offered a 
transfer to Halifax or else¬ 
where, Chorus spokeswoman 
Debra Williams told Metro. 
An exact date for the move 
has not been pegged, she said. 

The shakeup comes in 
the wake of a major acquisi¬ 
tion. Air Canada Jazz recently 
bought six new Bombardier 
Q400 NextGen planes. 

“As we rejuvenate our 
fleet, the demand for heavy 
maintenance work decreas¬ 


es,” Williams said, adding the 
74-passenger Q400’s will re¬ 
place nine planes. 

“What we are doing is con¬ 
solidating our heavy mainten¬ 
ance activity to one base.” 

Air Canada Jazz will con¬ 
tinue flying out of the London 
airport, meaning about 50 of 
the company’s local employ¬ 
ees will stay on the job. 

The decision to transfer 
and cut jobs is part of a com¬ 
pany-wide strategy aimed at 
“strengthening our operating 
economics,” Williams said. 

The 158 maintenance em¬ 
ployees are represented by 
CAW Local 2002. Officials 
there did not respond to a re¬ 
quest for a comment.

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Former PM Martin calls for 
aboriginal-education reform 


First Nations. 

Ex-Liberal leader speaks 
to audience at Canadian 
Teachers' Federation 
conference in Halifax 


When it comes to education, 
former prime minister Paul 
Martin says the federal govern¬ 
ment has failed to meet the 
needs of aboriginal Canadians. 

Speaking on Thursday to the 
Canadian Teachers’ Federation 
during its annual general meet¬ 
ing at the Marriott Harbour- 
front Hotel, Martin called for 
increased funding for aborig¬ 
inal schools and an overhaul 
of the curriculum to embrace 
native culture and drive down 
dropout rates on reserves. 

He also had some harsh 
criticism for the Harper govern¬ 
ment, and called funding gaps 
between native and non-native 
schools “human-rights viola¬ 
tions.” 

“Education is a universal 
good,” Martin told the crowd. 
“It is a universal and free good 
in our country, and to discrimin¬ 
ate in its funding between one 
kind of Canadian and another 



kind of Canadian is an abso¬ 
lute act of discrimination that 


should be condemned.” 

Martin established the Mar¬ 


tin Aboriginal Education Initia¬ 
tive after retiring from politics 


in 2006. The organization has 
advocated for incorporating 


more aboriginal history into 
classrooms across Canada and 
developed a program in schools 
to teach entrepreneurship in 
native communities. 

It also established the Cap¬ 
ital for Aboriginal Prosperity 
and Entrepreneurship Fund to 
support aboriginal small busi¬ 
nesses. 

“All of the programs are 
showing improvement, but 
the thing we’ve really got to 
understand is that were still 
at the base camp of Mount 
Everest,” Martin told reporters 
afterwards. “There is so much 
to do.” 

Alexis Allen, president 
of the Nova Scotia Teachers 
Union, said Thursday it’s up to 
educators, with the support of 
government, to reach out to 
aboriginal communities and 
support students both academ¬ 
ically and culturally 

“Let’s work together — 
let’s not dictate, let’s not have 
it from a white ethnocentric 
voice,” Allen said to reporters. 
“We definitely have to say, ‘It’s 
a new time, it’s a new world, 
let’s work together and sup¬ 
port all children to be the best 
they can.’”

Refunds in order if NSP overcharged: Premier 



If Nova Scotia Power over¬ 
charged its customers by about 
$22 million, then “every cent” 
should be repaid immediately, 
Premier Darrell Dexter said 
Thursday. 

An audit by the Liberty 
Consulting Group released this 
week said the private utility 
owes its customers a refund be¬ 
cause it paid too much for fuel 
over the past two years. 

Dexter said a measure was 
put in place in 2009 to ensure 
customers get the best possible 
fuel prices. He said if that didn’t 
happen, then residents and 
businesses should be refunded. 


“If the audit is correct, then 
every cent of that surplus that 
was taken from Nova Scotia 
ratepayers should be returned 
to them,” Dexter said in Halifax 
on Thursday 

“If there is a miscalculation 
or if there is more than was ne¬ 
cessary taken from ratepayers, 
that money goes directly, and I 
would say immediately, back to 
ratepayers.” 

Rene Gallant, vice-president 
of regulatory affairs for Nova 
Scotia Power, said the utility 
does not accept the findings of 
the audit. 

“We believe we’ve done 


everything we can ... to keep 
costs as low as reasonably pos¬ 
sible,” said Gallant. 

Nova Scotia Power has 
asked the Nova Scotia Utility 
and Review Board for a three 
per cent rate increase for 2013 
and 2014. 

Gallant said the audit will be 
debated in September at a pub¬ 
lic hearing about the proposed 
hike. 

He said if the provincial 
regulator accepts the U.S.-based 
consultant’s audit, Nova Scotia 
Power may be forced to lower 
power bills by about 1.5 per 
cent.

Muskrat Falls. Possible 
cost hike worrying: Dexter 


Premier Darrell Dexter says 
the potential increase in costs 
for the Muskrat Falls hydro¬ 
electric project in Labrador is 
concerning, but it’s still the 
most effective way of deliv¬ 
ering power to his province. 

Dexter’s comments came 
ahead of a meeting Thursday 
with Newfoundland and Lab¬ 
rador Premier Kathy Dunder- 
dale about the proposed de¬ 
velopment. 

The cost of the project has 
previously been pegged at 
$6.2 billion, but Dunderdale 


has said that will likely in¬ 
crease. 

When asked whether he 
was concerned about the pos¬ 
sibility of costs for Muskrat 
Falls escalating, Dexter re¬ 
plied, “Of course.” 

“We’ve already looked at 
that and we’ve done studies 
that look at the deliveiy of 
power to Nova Scotians,” Dex¬ 
ter said in Halifax. 

“And the most effective 
way of doing that is through 
a project like the Lower 
Churchill.” the Canadian press

The provincial government is 
spending approximately $3 
million for 19 new anesthe¬ 
sia machines and monitors at 
the IWK Health Centre. 

Health and Wellness Min¬ 
ister Dave Wilson made the 
announcement Thursday at 
the IWK. The province also 
committed $500,000 for new 
laboratory and pharmacy 
equipment.

“This investment will im¬ 
prove care and enhance safe¬ 
ty for patients throughout 
the province,” Wilson said in 
a release. 

According to Capital 
Health, the replacement of 
anesthesia machines was one 
of the top capital priorities 
for the IWK Health Centre. 


The government investment 
accounted for about 75 per 
cent of the cost of the equip¬ 
ment, while the IWK’s donors 
covered the remaining 25 per 
cent. 

“Together, (our donors) 
raised $1 million towards 
the replacement of these es¬ 
sential pieces of equipment,” 
said Jennifer Gillivan, the 
president and CEO of the 
IWK Health Centre, in a re¬ 
lease. “We repeatedly asked 
them to dig deep and help 
us achieve our vision. They 
heard us, and they delivered.” 

The opposition Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives, however, 
were not so pleased by the 
announcement. According 
to the Tories, the NDP spent 
$11.7 million less on med¬ 
ical equipment this year com¬ 
pared to when they formed 
government in 2009.

Amputee swims 
across Straits 
of Gibraltar

Feats of endurance, 

The 14-km swim is 
the fourth major 
challenge Philippe 
Croizon has tackled 


A quadruple amputee suc¬ 
cessfully swam across the 
Straits of Gibraltar to Mo¬ 
rocco on Thursday as part of 
an effort to swim between all 
the world’s continents. 

Philippe Croizon, who lost 
his arms and legs in an elec¬ 
trical accident, has already 
swum the English Channel 
as well as between Indonesia 
and Papua-New Guinea, and 
between Asia and Africa in 
the Gulf of Aqaba. 

Croizon, a French citizen, 
swims with the aid of pros¬ 
thetic flippers attached to 
his leg stumps and a snorkel 
to breathe through. He made 
the 14-lcilometre crossing 
from Tarifa, Spain, in just 
over five hours with a friend, 
Arnaud Chassery. 

Croizon said upon his ar¬ 
rival near the city of Tangiers 
that he is trying to link the 
continents of the world with 
his swimming to show “we 
are all together on the same 
planet.” 

“We have proven that an 
able-bodied person and a 
handicapped person can link 
the five continents together 
by swimming. We’ve proven 
that we are all the same, 
that there are no differences, 
whatever the politics, the 
skin colour, the religion or 
the handicap,” Croizon said. 

The swimmer’s arms and 
legs were amputated after 
he suffered an electric shock 


in 1994 as he stood on a lad¬ 
der adjusting his television 
antenna, which touched a 
power line. 

Croizon was greeted by 
friends and well-wishers, as 
well as his mother Monique 
Croizon, and they celebrated 
by waving French and Moroc¬ 
can flags on the picturesque 
beach. 

“The crossing was quite 
difficult. We had to swim 
more than I’m used to. I’m 
used to long distances but 
that was a really long dis¬ 
tance. There were strong 
currents,” he said. “My back 


was hurting for a while, but I 
really wanted this and we’ve 
completed the third of our 
swims.” 

Croizon plans a swim 
across a section of the Ber¬ 
ing Straits, which although 
a shorter distance, is made 
harder by the near-freezing 
water temperature. He hopes 
to make that crossing next 
month, depending on the 
weather and sea conditions. 

He added that after cross¬ 
ing the Bering Straits, he will 
be received by President Bar¬ 
ack Obama.

Sandusky scandal 

Says further abuse could

Joe Patemo and other top Penn 
State officials hushed up child 
sex abuse allegations against 
Jerry Sandusky more than a 
decade ago for fear of bad pub¬ 
licity, allowing the former as¬ 
sistant football coach to prey on 
other youngsters, according to 
a scathing report issued Thurs¬ 
day on the scandal. 

“Our most saddening and 
sobering finding is the total 
disregard for the safety and 
welfare of Sandusky’s child vic¬ 
tims by the most senior leaders 


at Penn State,” said former FBI

Nigeria* Truck explosion 
kills at least 95 people

A truck cariying fuel veered off 
the road into a ditch, caught 
fire and exploded in Nigeria’s 
oil-rich delta on Thursday, kill¬ 
ing at least 95 people who had 
rushed to the scene to scoop 
fuel that had spilled, an official 
said, in a tragic reminder of 
how little of the country’s oil 
wealth has trickled down to 
the poor. 

At least 50 others were in¬ 
jured in the incident in the 
southern Niger Delta region, 
said Rivers State spokeswoman 
Ibim Semenitari. 

Witnesses said some 
charred corpses were still 
lying in the area hours after 
the explosion, including bod¬ 
ies the size of children. “What 
did these small ones know 
about coming to scoop fuel?” 
wondered Alagoa Morris, co¬ 
ordinator at advocacy group 
Oil Watch Nigeria. 

He said some women wailed 
at the scene of the explosion, 
desperately looking for their 
relatives. The location of some 
of the bodies suggested that 
they were trying to run away 


when fire consumed them, 
Morris added. 

The fuel truck was trying to 
avoid a head-on collision with 
buses when it swerved into the 
ditch Thursday morning, said 
police spokesman Ben Ugwue- 
gbulam. It then overturned, 
leaving its fuel to spill, and 
people immediately swarmed 
to the scene, the associated press

Iranian Canadians who’ve 
had their bank accounts with 
one of Canada’s biggest banks 
closed, often without notice, 
say they feel they’re being 
treated as second-class citizens 
in their own country.

Some of the letters sent out 
earlier this month indicated 
the bank was closing the ac¬ 
counts in order to comply with 
Ottawa’s economic sanctions 
against the Iranian regime. 

“I’ve been a Canadian cit¬ 
izen for 10 years and this is 
the first time I’m feeling that 
I’ve been treated differently 
than a Canadian citizen,” says 
Pooya Sadeghi, who moved to 
Toronto from Iran 14 years ago. 

Sadeghi says the TD account 
he shared with his wife and her 
parents was closed two days be¬ 
fore he received a letter from 
the bank on May 2. 

“There was no explanation

in our letter about why TD was 
closing the account,” he said. 

In the past few weeks he 
found out that many other 
Iranian Canadians had had 
their accounts closed in similar 
circumstances, and that the let¬ 
ters sent to them mentioned 
Canada’s economic sanctions. 

Many Western countries, 
including Canada, have im¬ 
posed tough sanctions aimed 
at cracking down on Iran’s 
nuclear program. Tehran says 
it is developing nuclear power 
for peaceful purposes, but the 
international community be¬ 
lieves it wants to build a nucle¬ 
ar weapon.

They set out before dawn, 
hoping to conquer a moun¬ 
taineering classic: Mont Blanc, 
Western Europe’s highest peak.

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Syria. Ambassador joins 
string of notable defectors 


A string of high-profile defec¬ 
tions from the Syrian regime 
has stirred hopes in the West 
that President Bashar Assad’s in¬ 
ner circle will start abandoning 
him in greater numbers, hast¬ 
ening his downfall. 

But the tightly protect¬ 
ed regime has largely held 
together over the course of the 
16-month-old uprising, driven 
by a mixture of fear and loyalty. 

The latest official to flee, 
the Syrian ambassador to Iraq, 
Nawaif Fares, announced that he 
was joining the revolution, as¬ 
serting Thursday that only force 
will drive Assad from power. He 
is the most senior diplomat to 
abandon Assad. 

“There is no road map ever 
with Bashar Assad, because 
any plan, any statement that is 
agreed on internationally he de¬ 
lays on and ignores,” Fares told 
the Al-Jazeera satellite channel. 
“There is no way that he can 
be pushed from power without 
force, and the Syrian people 
realize this.” 



Syria’s Foreign Ministiy 
denounced Fares, saying he 
should face “legal and disciplin- 
aiy accountability.” 

In Washington, State De¬ 
partment spokesman Patrick 
Ventrell hailed what he called 
the “first major diplomatic de¬ 
fection,” adding: “We think this 
a wider sign that the regime is 
feeling the pressure. The pres¬ 
sure is up and the regime is 
really starting to fall apart.”

Nuclear power. U.S. slaps 
new sanctions on Iran 


The Obama administration on 
Thursday hit Iran with more 
sanctions designed to hinder 
the country’s nuclear and bal¬ 
listic-missile programs. 

The Treasury Department 
announced new financial 
sanctions against 11 compan¬ 
ies affiliated with the Iranian 
defence ministry, Revolution¬ 
ary Guard Corps and national 
shipping line as well as a uni¬ 
versity, all for actions they 
took to support the programs. 
Several of the firms are already 
subject to U.S. and European 
sanctions. 

Treasuiy also slapped pen¬ 
alties on four men, including 


an Austrian national and three 
Iranians, for similar activity. 

“Iran today is under in¬ 
tense, multilateral sanctions 
pressure, and we will continue 
to ratchet up the pressure so 
long as Iran refuses to address 
the international commun¬ 
ity’s well-founded concerns 
about its nuclear program,” 
said David Cohen, Treasuiy’s 
undersecretaiy for terrorism 
and financial Intelligence. 

The sanctions freeze any 
assets that the firms and indi¬ 
viduals may have in U.S. juris¬ 
dictions and bar Americans 
from doing business with

Taliban take 
revenge on police 


Pakistan, Gunmen kill 
nine, injure eight, in 
retaliation for torture 
of Taliban fighters 


Taliban gunmen opened fire 
on a compound housing police¬ 
men in eastern Pakistan on 
Thursday, killing nine of them, 
officials said. 


The police who were tar¬ 
geted in the city of Lahore 
were training to become 
prison guards, said Habibur 
Rehman, the chief of police 
in Punjab province, where La¬ 
hore is the capital. 

Pakistani Taliban spokes¬ 
man Ahsanullah Ahsan 
claimed responsibility for the 
attack, saying it was revenge 
for the police torture of their 
fighters in prison. 


The police who were at¬ 
tacked were recruited from 
northwest Khyber Palch- 
tunkhwa province, a one-time 
base for the Taliban, and were 
brought to Lahore for training, 
said Rehman. 

Eight policemen also suf¬ 
fered bullet wounds, said Sal¬ 
man Saddiq, a government 
official. One of the wounded, 
Shafqat Imran, said that eight 
to 10 attackers, their faces hid¬ 


den behind hoods, stormed 
into the compound and start¬ 
ed shooting randomly. They 
shouted “God is great,” then 
shot the policemen one by 
one, said Imran. 

The Pakistani militaiy 
launched a massive offensive 
against the Taliban in Khyber 
Pakhtunkhwa’s Swat Valley in 
2009, and many militants were 
captured and imprisoned.

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Mysterious disease strain 
continues to confound experts 


Outbreak. Menacing 
form of hand, foot 
and mouth disease 
includes symptoms 
of high fever, brain 
swelling and paralysis 


Tran Minh Giang has spent 
more than a third of his young 
life in a Vietnamese hospital, 
and it could be many months 
more before he can go home. 
All for a disease that in Asia 
is as common as chicken pox, 
and usually about as severe. 

The 20-month-old boy was 
sickened by a particularly 
menacing form of hand, foot 
and mouth disease that has 
killed hundreds of young 
children across the region. 
They sometimes suffer high 
fever, brain swelling, paraly¬ 
sis and respiratory shutdown, 
even though they may have 
been infected by people with 
few or no symptoms. 

When the strain hit Cam¬ 


bodia recently, doctors there 
had no idea what it was, and 
even now experts don’t fully 
understand why it can be so 
devastating. Seven months 
after becoming sick, Giang 
still breathes using a ventila¬ 
tor connected to a hole in his 
tiny throat. 

“It may take time, maybe 
years, before he can recover. 
When he sleeps, his lungs 
don’t work,” his father, Tran 
Nam Trung, said Thursday. 
“When he first got a high 
fever, I didn’t think that he 
would be in a situation like 
this.” 

The enterovirus 71 strain, 
or EV-71, raised fears earlier 
this week when it was de¬ 
tected in some lab samples 
taken after 52 of 59 Cambo¬ 
dian children died suddenly 
from a mystery illness that 
sparked international alarm. 
The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion said via Twitter on Thurs¬ 
day that its investigation has 
found most cases were caused 
by the disease.

Cave tools give new hints to origins of first Americans 



Stone tools and human DNA 
from ancient caves in the 
western U.S. offer new evi¬ 
dence of how some of the first 
Americans may have spread 
through the continent from 
Asia: on two different routes, 
as shown by two different 
ways of making the tips of 
spears. 

Archaeologists said Thurs¬ 
day that they have dated 
broken obsidian spear points 
from Paisley Caves in Oregon 
to about 13,200 years ago — as 
old as much different stone 
tools from the Clovis culture 
found in the southeast and 
interior U.S. And radio-carbon 
dating of human DNA from 


coprolites — ancient desic¬ 
cated human feces — shows 
people lived in the caves as 
early as 14,300 years ago. 

The dates indicate that the 
Clovis style of chipping stone 
was not the mother of Stone 
Age technology, as others 
have theorized, and that the 
two styles were developed 
independently by different 
groups, said Dennis Jenkins, 
an archaeologist with the Uni¬ 
versity of Oregon’s Museum of 
Natural and Cultural History 
who led the excavations. 

Jenkins said the findings 
suggest those groups may 
have taken separate routes 
after crossing the Ice Age land 


bridge from Asia. Those mak¬ 
ing western stemmed project¬ 
iles may have gone down the 
coast, while the Clovis people 
travelled through an ice-free 
corridor in the interior U.S. 

The findings by a team of 
scientists from the U.S., Britain 
and Denmark were reported 
online in the journal Science. 

Not all experts are con¬ 
vinced. 

“Points are not people,” 
said David Meltzer, profes¬ 
sor of prehistory at Southern 
Methodist University. “Just be¬ 
cause two ways of fashioning 
projectile points are different 
doesn’t mean different popu¬ 
lations — any more than dif-

Curse or Blessing? 

Triathlete declares that 
leading the Canadian 
team into London 2012 
opening ceremonies 
will not be a burden 


Some consider it a jinx, others 
too much of a distraction, but 
Simon Whitfield says being 
Canada’s flag-bearer will be his 
secret weapon. 

The 37-year-old triathlete 
will lead the Canadian team 
into the opening ceremonies at 
the London Olympics later this 
month. 

Whitfield won a gold medal 
for Canada at the 2000 Sydney 
Games where triathlon made 


its Olympic debut, and then 
captured a silver at the 2008 
Beijing Games. 

And the native of Kingston, 
Ont., suggested Thursday after 
being introduced as flag-bearer 
that the honour of carrying the 
Maple Leaf will help him reach 
the podium once again. 

Canada’s flag-bearer for the 
2010 Winter Olympics was 
Clara Hughes, who went on to 
win a bronze medal in speed¬ 
skating. 

At the 2008 Beijing Games, 
kayaker Adam van Koeverden 
won a silver medal in the 500 
metres after carrying the flag, 
though he also finished a dis¬ 
appointing eighth in the 1,000.

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Laid-off auto workers 
struggle to pay debt, 
bills: CAW study 


Three-year report. 

Many having to rely 
on temporary work 
or delay retirement, 
survey of laid-off 
members finds 


A new report on the Can¬ 
adian Auto Workers’ (CAW) 
three-year study of laid-off 
auto workers finds that 
more than half of them have 
had to seek financial help 
from family and friends in 
order to pay the bills. 

The second round of 
findings from the union’s 
Worker Adjustment Track¬ 
ing Study found that 55 per 
cent of laid-off workers sur¬ 
veyed from March 2011 to 
February 2012 have relied 
on financial support from 
family and friends. 

The report also found 
that reliance on temporary 
employment agency work 
has increased over the study 


period, with about 30 per 
cent of all workers reporting 
temporary employment. 

Many older workers sur¬ 
veyed said they had delayed 
retirement as a result of 
their layoff. 

The study, sponsored by 
the CAW union, tracks the 
impact of being out of work 
among 260 laid-off auto¬ 
industry workers as part 
of a three-year project and 
follows on initial findings 
from 2009. 

The CAW, which has 
members at the Canadian 
operations of General Mo¬ 
tors, Ford, Chrysler and 
many smaller automotive 
manufacturers provided an 
advance copy of the report 
ahead of its official release 
Thursday. 

About 40 per cent of 
those studied said they had 
difficulty paying off their 
debts. 

“Many workers, includ¬ 
ing those currently em¬ 
ployed report a financial 
debt legacy associated

with their layoffs that con¬ 
tinues,” the report finds. 

Nearly one-third of those 
surveyed said uncertainty 
over their employment 
situation often interfered 
with their family or person¬ 
al lives. 

The study also finds that 
two-thirds of workers had 
enrolled in a retraining pro¬ 
gram and about 90 per cent 
completed their programs. 

The project focused on 
job-market experiences 
of laid-off manufacturing 
workers in Ontario. Over the 
past 10 years, Canada has 
lost over 500,000 manufac¬ 
turing jobs, including nearly 
300,000 across Ontario.

Yahoo confirms 
security breach 

Some 450,000 Yahoo users’ 
email addresses and pass¬ 
words have been leaked 
because of a security 
breach, the company con¬ 
firmed Thursday, adding 
that just a small fraction of 
the stolen passwords were 
valid. 

Yahoo said it is fixing 
the vulnerability that led 
to the disclosure, changing 
the passwords of affected 
Yahoo users, and notifying 
other companies whose 
users’ accounts may have 
been compromised.

Market Minute 
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Earnings. Canadian banks under pressure 


Canada’s biggest banks are tak¬ 
ing a closer look at ways to re¬ 
duce their expenses this sum¬ 
mer as they prepare for slower 
earnings growth, according to 
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a new report from Barclays. 

Analyst John Aiken, who re¬ 
leased a broad overview of the 
country’s banking industry on 
Thursday, said that cost con¬ 
trols are near the top of the list 
for the industry as it grapples 
with tighter revenues. 

The banks will look at ways 
to make their technical oper¬ 
ations more efficient to save 
time and money, but if that 
doesn’t create enough savings, 
jobs could be in jeopardy, he 
suggested. 

“If this environment con¬ 
tinues, you may need to see 
some more dramatic cost-cut- 
ting measures put in place,” 


Aiken said in an interview. 

However, Aiken said that 
some banks are looking at 
routes such as changing vari¬ 
able compensation structures 
to defer some payments, rather 
than simply the more immedi¬ 
ate relief of cutting jobs. 

“Process improvement to 
create more efficiencies ... will 
take a longer time frame to 
reap the expected benefits,” he 
noted. 

Bank of Montreal chief 
executive Bill Downe high¬ 
lighted the bank’s continuing 
plans to lower costs across its 
operations as part of a long¬ 
term review that examines all 


of its businesses. 

Some of those savings will 
be recognized through the clos¬ 
ure of 24 of its U.S. BMO Harris 
bank branches in the U.S. Mid¬ 
west, which is expected to trim 
$300 million US — though inte¬ 
gration and restructuring costs 
are expected to be $600 million 
over the next few years. 

National Bank and Royal 
Bank were also vocal about 
their cost-management plans. 

The report said that TD 
Bank is likely to spend more 
attention on compensation 
plans that discourage risk¬ 
taking.

Labour. Most new jobs 
high-quality: CIBC report 


A new look at Canada’s labour 
market reveals the first six 
months of 2012 has seen a big 
improvement in the quality of 
jobs that have been created. 

It is already known that 
Canada’s economy churned 
out 155,000 new jobs in the 
first half of this year, more than 
economists had expected, the 
CIBC says in its latest report on 
employment quality. 

But the bigger surprise is 
that most of those jobs have 
been of the full-time and high- 
paying variety. 

That is a break from past 


CIBC reports on job quality, 
which have tended to show that 
a higher proportion of employ¬ 
ment created since the 2008-09 
recession has tended to be in 
the lower-paying service sector, 
or has been part-time or self- 
employment. 

The report cautions job qual¬ 
ity is expected to fall back in the 
second half of this year, but for 
the moment there is something 
to celebrate in an overall glum 
economic landscape, said Ben¬ 
jamin Tal, CIBC’s deputy chief 
economist. 
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Supreme Court 
reins in array of 
copyright fees 


Rights levy. Top court 
rules on five different 
cases involving tariffs 
set by the Copyright 
Board 


The Supreme Court of Canada 
has reined in the application 
of copyright fees levied on 
music, movies, video games 
and printed materials that 
Canadians download and 
copy in different ways. 

The rulings could result in 
big savings for school boards 
— but music consumers 
shouldn’t hold their breath. 


The top court examined 
five different cases at once 
that touched on tariffs set by 
the Copyright Board. 

All the cases pitted the 
societies that collect fees on 
behalf of creators against the 
distributors or users of the 
copyrighted materials. 

One of the biggest cases in¬ 
volved ministers of education 
and school boards from across 
the country versus Access 
Copyright. The two sides had 
butted heads at the Copyright 
Board over how much schools 
had to pay for the right to 
photocopy parts of books for 
students. 

When students copy ma¬ 
terial for private study or re¬ 


search, it’s considered “fair 
dealing” under the Copyright 
Act and doesn’t always trigger 
fees. 

In a 5-4 decision, the Court 
found that the Copyright 
Board had incorrectly treated 
teachers differently when 
they photocopied materials 
for their students, “driving 
an artificial wedge into these 
unified purposes of instruc¬ 
tion and research/private 
study.” 

“There is no separate pur¬ 
pose on the part of the teach¬ 
ers in this case,” wrote Justice 
Rosalie Abella. “They have no 
ulterior or commercial mo¬ 
tive when providing copies to 
students.” 


Abella wrote 
that there is no evidence of 
a link between photocopy¬ 
ing short excerpts of a book 
and the decline in textbook 
sales. 

The Copyright Board will 
have to examine the fees 
again in light of the deci¬ 
sion, but it could have a 
positive financial impact on 
educational institutions that 
pay millions annually to 
publishers through Access 
Copyright. 

Roanie Levy, chief coun¬ 
sel for Access Copyright, em¬ 
phasized that the ruling is 
just one factor the Copyright 
Board will take into account 
when it is negotiating fair li¬ 
cences and fees. 

She pointed to the ex¬ 
ample of a publisher who 
tailors books specifically for 
a province’s needs, only to 
see the school boards there 
buy fewer copies than they 
have students. Teachers 
sometimes then copy por¬ 
tions for the class. 

“Even after the Supreme 
Court of Canada deci¬ 



sion, we still do not 
know whether these uses (of 
the material) are fair or not,” 
said Levy. 

The four other cases in¬ 
volved the layering on of 
fees for works based on the 
way they are transmitted to 
the consumer. 

The court decided unani¬ 
mously that there should be 
no copyright fees levied on 
cable companies or other 
digital providers when music 
is downloaded, but that art¬ 
ists should be compensated 
when it is streamed online. 

Eric Baptiste, CEO of 
SOCAN, said the body repre¬ 
senting music songwriters is 
disappointed with the rul¬ 
ings that did not compen¬ 
sate the creators. 

A lawyer for Rogers, one 
of the digital service provid- 


went up against SOCAN, said 
the industry is now owed 
roughly three cents for every 
song downloaded in Canada 
between 1996-2006. 

But Jay Kerr-Wilson said 
it’s uncertain whether con¬ 
sumers will see any of that 
back, given that music jug¬ 
gernaut iTunes charges cus¬ 
tomers a flat $0.99 (or more) 
per song. 

The music downloading 
and streaming decision was 
linked to another one that 
dealt with software com¬ 
panies that sell their video 
games online. 

The court found in a 5-4 
decision that those firms 
shouldn’t pay royalties for 
the music that’s featured 
in those video games every 
time a consumer downloads 
a product online.

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The industry is now owed roughly three 
cents for every song downloaded in 
Canada between 1996-2006, said a lawyer 
for Rogers Communications, one of the 
digital service providers that went up 
against songwriters’ group SOCAN. 
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While the Supreme Court decision reined in many copyright levies, music 
consumers — such as iTunes users — shouldn’t expect big savings.

breakdown, a panic attack 
right this second.’ So I said, ‘Can 
everyone just leave me alone 
for 20 minutes?”’

just turned out the way they 
did. That’s not a great illumin¬ 
ation in terms of an answer 
but we were just feeling a bit 
uptempo and happy. It’s quite 
nice when things can turn out 
like that.” 

The band’s playful sensibil¬ 
ity has always been particu¬ 
larly notable when it comes to 
their music videos, in which 
more often than not, any¬ 
one from a fake boy band to 


award-winning actor Terence 
Stamp will be singing their 
lyrics to the camera. But why 
have stand-ins when Clarke 
in particular is such a smooth 
mover? 

“There’s a perception of 
who we are that isn’t veiy 
close to the actual truth of 
who we are because we’ve 
never put up a front of being 
guys who are in a rock band, 
or being aloof and veiy synth- 
y, or being anything in particu¬ 
lar, regardless of what anyone 
may or may not think,” Clarke 
says.

First, I ignored it. Then I 
fought back. Now it’s sucked 
me in. 

I swore I would always 
buy vinyl, CDs and down¬ 
loads. Physical possession 
was the only way to go. The 
idea of “renting” music 
repulsed me. However, now 
I’m in its thrall. I can’t im¬ 
agine ever doing without it. 

It happened when I was 
sitting with the dog at Star- 
bucks one Sunday morning, 
breezing through emails. 

One of the newsletters I get 
raved about a particular 
song — an album track — 
from a super-obscure indie 
band from Los Angeles. “You 
MUST hear this song,” the 
newsletter said.

But on this particular 
Sunday morning, I simply 
switched to a streaming app 
and launched a search for 
the band and the song. I 
was listening to it within 
20 seconds. I tapped to 
acknowledge that I wanted 
to download a file of the 
song to my iPhone so I could 
listen even when I wasn’t 
connected. 

It wasn’t until the dog 
and I were halfway home 
that I realized I’d had a 
revelatory consumer 
experience. Such instant 
musical gratification. Mind. 
Blown. 

Since then, the dog and 
I have discovered an insane 
amount of new music. 

The second I hear about 
something new, I look for 
it on a streaming service. 

In the last month or so, I’ve 
accumulated music from 
more than a 100 albums, 
all of which are instantly 
accessible from my iPhone 
(which, of course, I also plug 
into my car’s entertainment 
system). I can listen even 
when I’m on an airplane. 

The cost? Just my $ 10/month 
subscription. 

Yes, if I stop paying, 
all this music goes away. 
That’s why I still buy the 
music I really want to keep. 
The problem is that stream¬ 
ing has led me to buy even 
more CDs and vinyl than 
before. 

I’m a streaming convert. 
Try it. You’ll get into more 
new music that you ever 
imagined.

2 baking sheets with parch¬ 
ment paper. 

2. Place 1/4 cup of sugar in 
shallow dish. In bowl, use 
electric mixer to beat re¬ 
maining 1 cup of sugar, the 
butter, vanilla, almond ex¬ 
tract and rum until light and 


fluffy. Add the egg, scraping 
down the sides of the bowl 
and mixing until well incor¬ 
porated. Stir in the flour, salt 
and baking powder. 

3. Scoop the dough by the 
tablespoonful and form into 
balls. One at a time, place 
each ball of dough in the 
sugar in the shallow dish. 
Roll around until all sides 
are coated. Arrange the sug¬ 
ared balls of dough on the 
prepared baking sheet, leav¬ 
ing 2 inches between them 
to allow for spreading.

Pulled pork is a treat often re¬ 
served as an occasional indul¬ 
gence. Which probably is good, 
since it tends to be made with 
some of the fattier pieces of 
pork smothered with a sugary 
sauce and piled on a roll. 

For a healthier version, 
change the cut of meat by using 
pork tenderloin. For the sauce, 
do something a little out of the 
ordinary by going with a tangy 
vinaigrette-style sauce.

For a 19-year-old paddler, 
Jason McCoombs is about as 
pressure-tested as they come. 

Not only has the Dart¬ 
mouth canoeist dominated 
his age group on the biggest 
stages, winning three gold 
medals at the 2009 Canada 
Games and three more at the 
2010 Pan American junior ca¬ 
noe championships, he burst 
onto the scene at the senior 
level this year to clinch Can¬ 
ada’s C-l 200-metre spot at 
the Olympics. 

That process involved 
winning a race-off against 
2004 Olympian Richard Dal¬ 
ton and then beating veteran 
Aaron Rublee — eight years 
his senior — in baclc-to-back 


World Cups in May. 

When the stakes are high, 
history shows McCoombs 
rises to the occasion. 

“I think I always do better 
when there’s something on 
the line,” McCoombs says. “I 
just kind of use all the nerv¬ 
ous energy and it makes me 
get a little more pumped up.

McCoombs is one of three 
Nova Scotian paddlers at the 
Olympics and will compete 
on Aug. 10 and 11 in Buck¬ 
inghamshire. It’s all been
